REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE 

For  the  Year  July  1st,  1937  to  June  30th,  1938. 


THE  Committee  of  the  Mirfield  Memorial  Hospital  have  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  to  the  Governors  and  Subscribers  their 
Forty-Fifth  Annual  Report. 

During  the  year,  365  patients  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital, 
of  whom  89  were  medical  and  276  were  surgical ;  there  have  been  4 
road  accidents ;  there  have  also  been  treated  and  sent  home  the  same 
day  219  casualties. 

There  have  been  179  operations  and  217  X-Ray  cases. 

340  patients  were  discharged,  of  whom  273  were  cured  and  67 
improved,  and  13  transferred  to  other  Hospital?. 


We  regret  to  record  12  deaths.

Mr.  Samuel  Walker,  J.P.,  has  resigned  the  Chairmanship  of  the 
Hospital,  which  he  has  occupied  since  1916;  the  Committee  beg  to 
record  their  great  appreciation  of  his  valuable  services  in  all  that  has 
made  for  the  efficient  working  of  the  Hospital.  Mr.  E.  L.  Walker  has 
been  elected  Chairman.  He  has  been  identified  with  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  for  many  years. 
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Miss  Edith  Adams,  Sister  Tutor  at  the  Batley  Hospital,  has  been 
elected  Matron. 


The  Executors  of  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Fred  Lyles,  have 
given  £1,000  Os.  Od.  for  the  endowment  of  two  beds  in  memory  of  Mr.  F. 
Lyles ;  the  Executor  of  the  late  Airs.  N.  Copley,  has  given  £20  Os.  Od 
to  the  Endowment  Fund;  a  legacy  of  £100  0s.  Od.  has  been  left  to  the 
Hospital  by  Miss  A.  F.  Crowther. 

The  number  of  patients  treated  as  in-patients  during  the  year 
indicates  the  increasing  calls  on  the  services  of  the  Hospital,  together 
with  the  work  in  the  X-Ray  and  Casualty  Department. 

The  good  work  of  the  Hospital  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  public 
who  support  most  generously  the  efforts  to  raise  funds  for  the  work. 
The  financial  position  of  the  Hospital  is  very  satisfactory,  as  all  the 
sources  of  Income  have  been  maintained ;  the  Income  for  the  year  is 
£1,940  14s.  6d.  against  £1,891  18s.  2d.  Expenditure  amounts  to 

£M943  6s.  5d.  compared  with  £1,616  9s.  lOd. ;  the  extra  expenditure  has 
been  incurred  in  the  provision  of  apparatus,  painting,  water  main  and 
extraordinary  repairs. 


The  Committee  beg  to  thank  the  Ladies’  Committee  for  arranging 
the  Flag  Day  Collection  organized  so  successfully  by  Miss  Nancy 
Barraclough ;  the  House-to-House  Envelope  Collection  was  most 
generously  supported,  resulting  in  the  collection  of  £70  3s.  lOd. ;  the 
Ladies’  Linen  League  has  carefully  supervised  this  department  and 
provided  all  the  materials ;  the  Alirfield  Bowling  League  held  the 
Annual  Tournament  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  and  were  able  to  give  a 
donation  of  £52  10s.  Od. ;  the  Mirfield  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Association 
promoted  the  Annual  Carnival  and  raised  £70  0s.  Od. ;  the  Workpeople 
of  Alessrs  James  Walker  &  Sons,  Ltd.  (Holme  Bank  and  Butt  End 
Mills),  Alessrs.  H.  Wheatley  &  Sons,  Ltd.  (Hopton  Mills),  arranged 
Whist  Drives  and  Dances  enabling  them  to  hand  over  £62  0s.  Od. ;  the 
West  Riding  County  for  the  grant  of  £60  0s.  Od. ;  the  West  Riding 
Constabulary  (Dewsbury  Section)  for  a  donation  of  £7  7s.  Od. ;  the 
Workpeople  of  the  factories,  who  have  contributed  £199  18s.  lOd.  to  the 
Hospital  Saturday  Fund.
